According to a statement made to­ 
day by W. L. Duggan, there has never 
been any question on the part of the 
Board of Education of not paying the 
water 
bills 
incurred 
by 
the 
city 
schools. 
Up until this time the board 
has simply been without funds to pay 
the water bills. 
"As soon as we get the money the 
water bills will be paid," said Trustee 
Duggan today.

price on the new fruit is easy and 
the crop has turned out much better 
than expected, showing 77 per cent, 
against 66 per cent for a three-year 
average.
